My annoyance has compounded 
itself into this letter over the first 
four issues of DOCTOR WHO. 

Issue #1: What, pray tell, is this 
misbegotten reference to the ran- 
domiser? The Doctor expects to 
get to Benidorm, and says he is 
using the randomiser. The intent 
of the randomiser was to prevent 
him from anticipating his destina- 
tion! Furthermore, the only possi- 
ble place these comics could fit 
into the continuum of the TV 
series is between the stories "The 
Invasion of Time” and “The Ribos 
Operation” (степа: Fourth Doc- 
tor, K-9, no other companions). 
The Doctor did not construct or 
install the randomiser until a full 
year thereafter (at the end of “The 
Armageddon Factor"). 

Issue #2: Now the Doctor uses 
the TARDIS to get just where he 
wants to without disengaging the 
randomiser. 

Issue #3: More TARDIS tech- 
nicalities, I'm afraid. | strongly ob- 
ject to the concept which permits 
the TARDIS to materialize em- 
bedded in the deck of a starship, 
thereby creating a hole. Hog- 
wash! | don't believe it can be 
done. It is utterly unprecendented 
for the TARDIS to materialize in a 
solid. In the past, it has only done 
so in fluids, implying that it merely 
displaces matter at its destination 
Space, as opposed to destroying 
it. 


“Issue #4: The Time Lord's 
back-up feature in this issue was 


atrocious. First, Shobogans. 
They are not the "working class- 
es" of Gallifrey. The common folk 
of Gallifrey are simply “Gallif- 
reyans." Shobogans are Time 
Lords who became fed up with 
Time Lord policies and went into 
self-imposed exile on the planet- 
ary surface. Also, the story con- 
tains an implication that all Time 
Lords have their own personal 
TARDISes. On the occasions that 
the Doctor has returned to Gallif- 
rey it has become quite clear that 
the only privately-owned TAR- 


DISes belong to renegades (і.е. 
the Doctor, the Master, and the 
Meddling Monk). 

I was also disturbed by the 
overall portrayal of the Doctor as 
a slightly incompetent (could it be 
that the whimsy has been misin- 
terpreted?) and expecting bad 
from people rather than good. 

I hate to be picking a nit, but | 
was so enthused at the prospect 
of a DOCTOR WHO comic in this 
country that the poor writing is 
doubly disappointing. | know these 
are reprints, but if there isn't any 
well-written material to reprint, 
please, let's see some original 
stuff now. 

Oh, incidentally, on the logo 
issue: Your current logo, whether 
you are aware of it or not, is a 
hybrid between the original logo of 
Hartnell days and the diamond- 
shaped Baker logo. Of all six (the 
five TV logos plus yours), | prefer 
the Tom Baker one.
